Details of the vast stock and bond holdings 
of the late Marshall Field became menen 
last night. 

In spite of the fact that the merchant oo- 
cupied a first rank as owner of real estate in 
Chicago, and was possessed of large landed 
property elsewhere, especially in New York 
City, the bulk of his riches consisted of se- 
curities which represented investments not 
only in Chicago but also from the eastern 
to the western coast of America, 3 
foreign countries. 


Inventory Filed by Execntors. 

In the executors’ extremely conservative 
estimate of $75,000,000 a the total value of 
the Field estate the personal property is 
placed at $50,000,000. The executors of the 
estate filed in the Probate court late in the 
afternoon their inventory of the property. 

The par value of the stocks and bonds 16 
given, but no statement is made showing the 
present cash value of these securities. For 
this reason it becomes difficult to give an 


accurate estimate of the present worth of the 
property.

higher market value than the par figures 
would indicate. 

The listed value of these personal holdings 
at par—amounts to a figure in the neigh- 
borhood of $40,000,000, but in some cases the 
market value of stocks is five times as great 
as the par value.

One of the large items included is 34,000 
shares of the corporation of Marshall Field

accurate figure opposite it. Thereis also in 
the list of open accounts a credit to Mr. 
Field’s estate from Marshall Field & Co. of 
$8,486,607.

The merchant, as was known, had been a 
heavy investor in bank stocks.

MURDER SHOCKS THE NATION 


Tragic End of London's Universal 
Provider“ Mystifies Police. 


LONDON, Jan. 24.—William Whiteley, | 
“ universal provider for the metropolis and 
one of its most important and unique busi- 
ness men, was shot dead in his store today 
by a youth who claimed to be his son. 
Throngs of shoppers witnessed the murder 
and saw the murderer attempt to end his 
own life. 

The crime occurred shortly after midday: 
A young man was accorded a private inter- 
view with Mr. Whiteley in the latter’s pri- 
vate office, where the two men remained 
closeted for a few moments. As Mr. White- 
ley emerged from his office it was observed 
that the young man was following and im- 
portuning him, while Mr. Whiteley was wav- 
ing his visitor off and threatening to call 
the police. 

Suddenly the young man whipped out a 
revolver and fired two shots. The bullets 
lodged in Mr. Whiteley’s head and he fell 
dead. Before the assassin could be secured 
he turned his weapon upon himself and in- 
flicted what is believed to be a mortal wound. 
At a late hour tonight he was lingering be- 
tween life and death, with little hope of 
surviving. 


Deep Mystery in Murder. 

The personality of the assassin and the 
motive for his crime are enveloped in much 
mystery. He gave the name of Cecil White- 
ley, but relatives of William Whiteley dis- 
claim all knowledge of him. 

The followihg penciled note was found on 
Mr. Whiteley’s assailant: 

„ To All Whom It May Concern: William 
Whiteley is my father. This twofold trag- 
edy is due to his refusal of a request which 
is perfectly reasonable. 1 

There was only a small sum ot money in 
the man’s pockets, and other indications 
that he had come to the end of: his re- 
sources. 

The clothing of this young man bore the 
initials “ H. P.“ The police are of the opin- 
ion that the motive for this crime, when dis- 
covered, will show that there were present 
none of the elements of revenge for personal 
injury, but rather that the attack upon Mr. 
Whiteley was a result of a fancied grievance. 


Whiteley’s Fame International. 

The name of Whiteley has become a house- 
hold word in England owing to the enormous 
department store in London run by a com- 
pany of which Mr. Whiteley was president. 
The department store was the firat known in 
England and has an international reputation. 
Mr. Whiteley was born on a farm near 
Wakefield, Yorkshire, in 1831, and was ap- 
prenticed to a dry goods merchant in Wake- 
field. He came to London in 1851 with $50 
in his pocket, obtained employment in a store 
in the Ludgate hill district, and after he had 
saved a small sum of money he collected more 
from some of his friends until his capital to- 
taled $3,500. Then in 1863 he opened a small 
store in Westbourne Grove, with two girl 
tants and an errand boy. Four years 

ter he added a second store to the original 
establishment, and gradually expanded his 
business until the Whiteley stores covered a 


huge block and gave opener to 5,000

Mr. Whiteley was a slave to his business. 
Every morning at 10 he left the house in 
which he ved for twenty years and waiked 


to his store. There he remained until 7 at 


night, allowing himself twenty minutes for 
lunch and ten minutes for the Indispensable 
afternoon tea of the Englishman. That had 
been his program for five days a week for 
years. Work to live was his motto, and 
he certainly lived up to it. Since he became 
an apprentice he never had a whole month's 
holiday at a time. A week now and again, 
a few days hene and there, and that is all. 
Money, he said, is a trouble—a trouble to 
make, a trouble to Invest, and a trouble to 
leave. Another of his sayings was: It is 
better to be the victim than the culprit.” 


Held Sunday Sacred for Rest, 

It was one of Mr. Whiteley’s boasts that 
everything a human being needs from the 
time of his birth until the hour of his death 
he could provide on demand. Only one, he 
would not lay himself open to provide fresh 
milk daily. The reason for this he thus ex- 
plained in a recent interview: 

It would involve my employés and horses 
working on Sunday, and I have always been 
a great advocate for one day’s rest in the 
week. Only one horse of the 400 and odd I 
keep goes out on Sunday, and that is merely 
to bring the milk from Hanworth for the use 
of the staff who live in Weetbourne Grove.” 

His right to the title of universal pro- 
vider.”’ was frequently tested by ingenious 
jokers. Once, as the outcome of a wager, he 
received an order for a pint of live fleas. As- 
sistants were at once dispatched to the zoo 
and the wild beast dealers, but by the even- 
ing they had only secured half g pint of the 
insects. A bright idea struck Mr. Whiteley, 
Live fleas had been ordered, and if the jar 
were filled to the top half would certainly be 
dead by the time they arrived, for even a flea 
requires breathing space. So the jar was dis- 
patched, with a note explaining the circum- 
stances, and the order was held to have been 
duly executed. 


BOY DROWNED WHILE SKATING. 


Eugene Cissna Glides Into Open Pool— 
Policeman Nearly Loses Life 
Attempting Rescue. 


The winter’s skating in Chicago found its 
first victim yesterday afternoon in Eugene 
Cissna, 13 years old, who was drowned in a 
pond at Winneconna avenue, near Seventy- 
eighth street. Policeman Walter Briggs of | 
the South Englewood station and the Cissna 
boy’s two companions made heroic efforts to 
rescue him, and the policeman almost was 
drowned. 

Cissna, who lived at 680 West Seventy-ninth 
street, had been skating on the pond for some 
time when he skated into an open pool. 
Charles Sauter and William Short, boys who 
lived in the same building as Cissna, en- 
deavored to reach him with a ladder, but the 
thin ice would not support their combined 
weight. 

A moment later Policeman Briggs hurried 
to the pond and sprang into the water. He 
succeeded in lifting Cissna, who still was 
alive, to his shoulders, but gould not lift him 
from the water because of thinness of the 
ice. In nis struggles Cissna slipped from his 
shoulders into the water again. When the 
policeman succeeded in reaching the body and 
getting it out on the ice life was extinct.

LABOR MENACE IN POLITICS, 


Chancellor Day Renews Attack 
on Evils of Unionism. 


DEFENDS POWER OF WEALTH 


Says This Is Century Where Billions 
and Brains Are to Rule. 


New York, Jan. 24.—{Special.}—Chancellor 
Day of Syracuse university was the guest to- 
night of the Manufacturers’ association in 
Brooklyn. He made a characteristic ad- 
dress, in which he scored the entrance of 
labor unions into politics as a menace to 
democratic institutions. He also took a 
fling at the critics of swollen fortunes, and 
said we are making ourselves a laughing 
stock for coming generations by our panic 
over great corporations. 

“No individual can use such capital or 
furnish the executive ability for such 
achievements as the times now demand,“ 
he said. “ Men must be incorporated and 
money massed into thousands of millions for 
such purposes. 

“The man who is shouting himself hoarse 
over trusts and corporations and swollen 
fortunes will take his place in history with 
the men who smashed Arkwright’s loom and 
Whitney’s cotton gin, and the pamphieteers 
who ridiculed Gearge Stephenson's locomo- 
tive. 


Will Suffer for Folly. 

“ As long as the people are taught, wicked- 
ly taught, by the agitators of various types 
that corporations have for their purpose the 
robbing of the people and the oppression of 
the poor, business will be obstructed and 
the people will suffer a severe penalty for 
their folly. 

It is a piece of insolence for the indi- 
vidual to insist that the corporation shall 
be disbanded because it sells me goods 
cheaper than he can. 

“This new doctrine that you can legislate 
unsuccessful men into success by legislating 
successful men out of success is a piece of 
imbecility. 

“ Prosecuting attorneys — yelping like 
wolves at every corporation in the land. 
Judges and prosecuting attorneys know that 
they are expected to convict. 


Billions in Harmony with Times. 

„Millions have taken the place of hundreds 
of thousands as a measure of wealth. Bil- 
lions will displace millions before the century 
closes. 

“We are making ourselves a laughing 
stock for coming generations by our panic 
over the magnitude of present enterprises. 

„ Make the men of this world bigger with 
each generation and the fortunes of men will 
not be too great. 

„The source of a fear which cannot be ex- 
aggerated is the entrance of labor unionism 
into politics and its adoption of socialism 
and anarchy as a creed and doctrine. It is 
a despotism which threatens our democratic 
institutions. It clutches by the throat our 
plainest and most fundamental liberties, It 
makes the absurd boast of having produced 
the wealth of the world by the labor of the 
hand. 

Brain Power of World. 

“ How much was there in the world so long 
as the hand was the only thing that worked? 
It was only after the brain began to work 
and men discovered ways of developing the 
resources’ of this earth by the forces of 
nature and by a thousand inventions—which 
the man who worked with his hand tried 
to deatroy—that hand work did anything be- 
yond the rudest forms.

The fiftieth talesman was called about ten 
minutes before adjournment, which was at 
5 o'clock. He was Henry C. Harney, a mid- 
dle aged man with a white mustache and hair, 
who is the manager for a piano warehouse 
and lives at One Hundred and Thirty-second 
street and Brook avenue. He was the first 
talesman to admit that he didn’t have any 
opinion on the case. He also said that he 
had not read much about it in the newspapers, 
showing him to be out of the ordinary run of 
men, according to the answers of the tales- 
men, . 


Jerome Solemn with One Talesman.

ACTED UPON PRECEDENT 


British Governor of Trinidad Is 
Made of Different Metal 
from Swetten ham. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.— [Special. 
Rear Admiral Davis did not land United 
States marines at Kingston until requested 

to do go by the officials of Jamaica. 

Secretary of the Navy Metcalf tonight gave 
out a statement on the subject in which he 
said: 

The department has received the full text 
of the correspondence between Rear Admiral 
Davis, commanding the squadron of naval 
vessele which visited Kingston, Jamaica, 
after the earthquake, and Sir Alexander 
Swettenham, governor of Jamaica. 

From this correspondence it appears that 
Admiral Davis landed a party of six for 
the purpose of guafding and sec the 
archives of the American consulate, and an- 
other party of ten men for the purpose of 
clearing away the wreckage. 


Asked to Land Men. 

Later, upon the earnest entreaty of the 
colonial secretary and the inspector of po- 
lice, who spoke for the governor (the gov- 
ernor being absent from the city) fifty men 
were landed under arms from the Indiana to 
overawe an mutiny at the peniten- 
tiary, containing 500 or 600 prisoners. Ad- 
miral Davis then proceeded by carriage to 
visit the governor at Kings house, and found 


William Whiteley, who was killed in his big 
department store in London yesterday by a 
man not yet identified, who then wounded 
himself, was the originator of the large de- 
partment store in London. 
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him Mving with his family in tents and was 
accompanied to the city by the governor. 
That same afternoon, upon request of the 
governor, the men were withdrawn from 
shore and returned to their ships. 

The action of Admiral Davis in 
under the circumstances, is not without 
precedent, there being numerous cases to 
justify it, and as an incident a copy of a 
report by Rear Admiral R. W. Meade, U. 
S. N., in landing men at Port of Spain, Trini- 
dad, on March 5, 1896, to suppress a fire. 


Not Like Swettenham. 

The letter by the governor of the island of 
Trinidad expressing his gratitude for the ac- 
tion is as follows: 

TRINIDAD, Government house, 5th March, 18095. 
Sir: I beg you to accept the best thanks of this 
government for the prompt and most valuable 
assistance rendered by you at the disastrous fire 
which occurred yesterday in Port of Spain. 

The large body ot men which you sent ashore, 
under Lieutenant Commander Swift, and other of- 
ficers, worked most gallantly and admirably in 
situations often of considerable danger, and it is 
greatly owing to their indefatigable exertions 
that the fire was not more extensive than it waa, 
and that much valuable property was saved. It 
will be my pleasing duty to report in this sense 
to her majesty’s government. 

I trust that no member of the force landed 
has received any injury, and I shall be obliged if 
you will allow this government, to make good 
the value of any damage to clothing or equip- 
ment. 

I beg to assure you that this service will not 
soon be forgotten by the people of the Port of 
Spain, and the colony generally, and that our ap- 
preciation of it is much enhanced by the fact that 
the assistance came from vessels of the United 


States navy.

Why Fleet Was Sent. 

“The presence of the vessels of the Atlan- 
tic fleet at the naval station, Guantanamo, 
only 180 miles away from Kingston, at the 
time of the earthquake placed us in a posi- 
tien for giving quickly first aid to the suf- 
ferers, and our own experience in the San 
Francisco earthquake and fire of last April 
showed clearly the need of sufficient police 
protection and the great benefits which re- 
sult from the use of naval forces in such’ 
an emergency. 

“The commander-in-chief acted promptly 
under the circumstances, and sent immedi- 
ately three vessele having the largest num- 
ber of mem and supplies to the aid of the 
sufferers, and offered such help in the way 
of medical attention and food as lay in his 
power, which action was helped further by 
the department dispatching two store ships 
laden with large quantities of food supplies 
intended for the fleet and which were di- 
verted from this duty and ‘dispatched to 
Kingston.” i 

Governor More Amenable. 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Wednesday, Jan. 23. 
—Gov. Swettenham has written a letter to 
John F. Stevens, chief engineer of the Pan- 
ama canal, thanking him for the tents and 
supplies sent in here from the isthmug by 
the steamer Advance. The governor said: 

Convey my grateful and heartfelt ac- 
knowledgment to the citizens of the United 
States and the officials and employés of the 
canal commission who so promptly testified 
their sympathy with suffering Kingston.“ 

The governor also hag written a letter to 
the secretary of state for Hayti accepting 
and thanking the secretary for food, med- 
icines, and the sum of $5,000 sent to Kingston 
by the Haytian gunboat Alexis Nord. This 
communication refers to the consignment of 
relief which yesterday the governor was sup- 
posed to have declined. 


Conditions in Kingston. 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The colonial office has 
received several telegrams from Sir Alex- 
ander Swettenham, the governor of Jamaica, 
explaining the incident with Rear Admiral 
Davis, but not one is of such a character 
that the authorities are prepared to give it 
to the public. 

This evening the colonial office gave out 
two reports received from the governor on 
conditions in Jamaica. Sir Alexander says 
that up to date600 bodies have been buried, in 
addition to a number of remains that could 
not be distinguished or identified. The gov- 
ernor estimates that 200 bodies are still 
buried in the ruins and that it probably will 
take twelve months to remove all the débris. 

Slight earthquake shocks continue, but 
the weather remains fine. 


CENSURE SWETTENHAW’S ACT. 


British Empire Association Adopts Res-

GOVERNOR, IN PAJAMAS ON PAL- 
ACE ROOF, FIGHTS BLAZE. 


Havana Fire Department Russ Inte 
Thrilling Spectacle When Called to 
Fire at 2 in the Morning—Latest 
Exhibition of American Strenuosity 
Makes Cubans Gasp—Provisional 
Ruler of Island Escapes Injury and 
So Does Palace. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, Jan. 24.—The spectacle of the 
supreme authority in Cuba, Gov. Magoon, in 
his pajamas, fighting fire with his bare hands, 
surprised and even horrified members of the 
Havane fire department at 2 o'clock this 
morning. 

A slight blaze appeared above the edge of 
the roof of the palace, which has been ocu- 
pied by captains general of Spain, governors 
general under United States occupation, by 
one president of the republic of Cuba, then by 
Secretary Taft, and now by provisional Gov. 
Magoon. 


There Stood Magoon, Flame Fighting. 

Hurrying to the roof, the fire brigade found 
that a small wooden structure atop of the 
palace had been set on fire by crossed ’’ elec- 
tric light wires. Gov. Magoon already was 
working with might and, main, ripping off 
blazing boards and putting the strength of his 
back into efforts to tear down the uprights. 
He applied to his task all the energy and vim 
of a village volunteer fireman. 


Firemen Coax Him Out of Danger. 

It was a wonder Gov. Magoon had not been 
shocked by the heavily charged wires. The 
firemen hastened to get him out of the way 
as respectfully as the emergency permitted. 
Then they crumpled up the filmsy bit of wood 
and put out the embers on the flat stone roof. 

The fire did no damage, but the Havanese

RAISULI! IN FLIGHT AGAIN. 


Troops of Sultan Returning to Tangier 
Laden with Booty After Attack 
on New Stronghold. 


— — 


TANGIER, Jan. 24.—Raisuli is reported to 
have escaped a second time from government 
troops, which attacked his new stronghold. 
He is reported to be fleeing tothe south. The 
troops of the sultan are returning to Tangier 
laden with booty. 

Raisuii at nightfall yesterday was sur- 
rounded by Kaid Mehalla’s forces in Zellal's 
stronghold. A courier who arrived here to- 
day reported that Mehalla’s troops advanced 
and burned a number of villages of the re- 
bellious tribes before striking the Mansours 
inforee. Thelatter were dislodged from their 
position by the government artillery, losing 
fifteen men captured by the troops. 

El Ghainit, brother.of Zellal, made a stand 
in one of the villages, but was driven out 
after two hours’ fighting, abandoning a 
dozen dead and a score of wounded men. 
The loss of the government forces was two 
men killed and several wounded. El Ghainit 
was wounded, but escaped. Towards night 
Kaid Mehalla reached Zellal's fortress, of 
which Raisuli had assumed personal com- 
mand. An attempt was made to storm the 
stronghold, but it was unsuccessful. Dark- 
ness then intervened. 

It was announced that another attack on 
the rebel fortifications would be made at 
daylight today, but there is much skepticism 
among the foreigners here, who generally 
regard the pursuit of Raisuli>as being ah 
opera bouffe performance, believing that the 
bandit chief will be allowed to escape and 
that Mehalla will return here empty handed. 


ST. LAZARE PRISON DOOMED. 


Historic Landmark of Paris and Moral 
Plague Spot of Recent Tears to 
Be Torn Down. 


PARIS, Jan. 24.—The famous prison of St. 
Lazare, one of the great historic landmarke 
of Paris, is about to be pulled down, and 
what for some years has been a moral and 
physical plague spot will give way to fine 
open squares and commodious dwellings. 

St. Lagare was at first a lepers’ hospital, 
built at the end of the eleventh century on the 
site of a basilica dedicated to St. Laurent.

HARRY LEHR SHOCKS BERLIN. 


Appears at Court in Clawhammer and 
at Diplomatic Reception in a 
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Socialists Expect to Get More 
Seats, Clericals to Keep 
What They Have.

BERLIN, Jan, 24.—The elections for the 
reichstag, or German parliament, will be 
held tomorrow... There are 397 members to 
be elected. The four leading parties heid 308 
of these seats in the reichstag dissolved by 


the kaiser last December. The clericais held } 


100, the conservatives 73, the social democrats 
(or the socialists, as they are more popu- 
larly called) 82, and the national liberais 50. 
The campaign has been one of extraor- 
dinary bitterness, and it is freely hinted that 
if the result of tomorrow's election does not 
please the kaiser he. will immediately dis- 
solve the new reichstag and order a new 
election. 


All Parties Are Confident. 

Herr Singer, the social democratic leader, 
said tonight: 

„We shall increase our total vote by 5,000 
or 6,000. Our strength was eighty-two in the 
last reichstag. It will not be less than eighty- 
five in the new house. Herr Singer does not 
believe the government will dissolve the 
reichstag again. The nation’s answer on 
Jan. 26 and Feb. 5, he says, will convince 
them it would be fruitlesa. 

Herr Erzberger, on behalf of the clerical 
or cekter party, admitted he is prepared for 
his party losing seats in Rhineland and 
Silesia, owing to a split in the party, but this 
loss, he insists, will be fully balanced by gains 
in Alsace and Bavaria. The centrists, he 
says, will have at least 100 seats in the new 
house, as they had in the last, and may possi- 
bly have 105. He believes the socialists will 
profit most by the elections, and that they 
probably will have 90 seats. Thegaing of the 
socialists, and other parties, he thinks, will 
be chiefly at the expense of the radicals. 


Conservatives Are Hopeful. 


Baron von Zedlitz, the conservative leader, 
is confident his party will easily win the 
imperial] constituency in Berlin. He says 
the general prospects of the conservatives 
have materially improved, but never was 
an election in Germany so clouded in un- 
certainty. 

Prof. Lasser, on behalf of the National 
liberals, hopes they will gain several seats. 
The campaign, he declares, has awakened 
new interest in German liberalism. The 
complexion of the new reichstag, he thinks, 
will not be much changed. The Catholics, 
he thinks, will be little if at all weakened, 
but they will be thoroughly chastened and 
will be ready to join hands with other na- 
tional parties in conducting Germany on 
legitimate weltpolitik lines. 


WHOLE EMPIRE EXCITED.

BERLIN, Jan. 24.—Never before were the 
Germans so excited over an election. All 
realize fully the grim fight waged by the kal- 
ser, as represented by Chancellor von Bülow, 
in asking tmmense sums for their colonies for 
the sake of the so-called expansion purposes. 

As showing the increased interest taken, 
Berlin alone, according to figures obtained, 
will poll about 48,000 votes more than in the 
election of three years ago. It is further 
evident that the socialists are making special 
efforts, in the Sixth district especially. The 
vote has increased nearly 30,000, whereas in 
the First, which is the only district in the 
capital not in the hands of the socialists, the 
vote has diminished 1,249. The socialists 
have said that they expect a gain of at least 


ten seats. 


Isolation of Von Buelow. 

The chancellor’s position, which is highly 
precarious, is aptly descniped as one of splen- 
did isolation, which he accepts with the ut- 
most good spirits. His isolation consists of 
the desertion of all the ministers, who are 
studiously holding aloof until they see which 
way the election goes. Bach is anxious to 
avoid sharing the chancellor’s responsibility. 
Herr Durnberg, a man whose appointment 
caused all the trouble, is the only one remain- 
ing faithful, although people remark that he 
has taken special care to keep his distance 
from Berlin. This is only natural, as, if the 
chancellor falls, nothing can save Durnberg's 
scalp. It is noteworthy, however, that the 
latter’s presence on the scene carries a large 
Semitic vote; which is necessarily counted 
with as a serious factor in the campaign. 

Without doubt the record of the number 
of votes throughout the country will exceed 
by millions that of any previous election.

New York, Jan. 24.—[Special.]—Col. John 
F. T. Blake, who recruited the Irish-Ameri- 
can brigade that fought.against England in 
the Boer war, was found dead in his room te- 
day, a victim of gas poisoning. He lived in 
a boarding house kept by Mrs. Catherine 
Cunningham at 275 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-second street. 

There is every indication that his death was 
accidental. @He was fully dressed, and ap- 
parently had been reading. His arms were 
in a rigid position, as if holding the newspaper 
found at his feet. A hose connecting with a 
gas stove in the room was detached and the 
gas turned on full. 

Typical Soldier of Fortune. 

Col. Blake was a soldier of fortune. He 
graduated from West Point in 1881, after 
achieving fame as an expert horseman, 
After finishing his course he was detailed 
to western posts, and fought with Miles and 
Crook in Indian wars. After this he resigned 
from the army and practiced as a civil engi-+ 
neer. 

He was engaged by Cecil Rhodes to make 
some investigations in Rhodesia. He was 
later renounced by him, however, after the 
publication in an English magazine of an 
article by Blake that had the effect of ruin- 


ing some of Rhodes’ South African mining 


schemes. 
Led Irishmen in Boer War. 

Col. Blake went over to Paul Kruger, at 
that time president of the Transvaal. -Dur- 
ing the Boer war Blake recruited the “ Irish 
brigade. This organization participated in 
many fights. Col. Blake’s arm was shat- 
tered by a bullet at the battle on Modder 
river, which was the most important en- 
gagement in which Blake participated. 

After the war Bleke remained in South 
Africa until he had raised enough money to 
bring a good part of his brigade back to 
America.

AMENDED BILL IN CASE. 


Judge Honore Prepares Decree Based 
on Evidence Adduced Wednesda 
Every Contention of Municipality 

_ Is Overraled, Even One as te Far- 
ment of Water Rent — Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Barge Granted 
Two Days to Amend His Pleading. 


A complete victory for Jacob L. Kesner in 
the fight made upon his lease of the new 
Municipal Courts building to the city was 
only prevented yesterday by the tactics 
adopted by Assistant Corporation Counsel, 
Barge in appealing for time in which to file 
an amended bill. Judge Honoré granted his 
supplication and the new petition probably 
will be heard Monday. 

On the evidence submitted Wednesday 
Judge Honoré had prepared his decree. 

The court found no fraud was alleged by the 
city, and the controversy narrowed down 
to the city’s request för cancellation of the 
lease because the building contracted for 
was to contain approximately 88,000 feet, 
and a building of twelve stories could not be 
erected on the site in question and contain 
that amount of floor area. 


Lays Blame on City. 

The court noted that the city failed to state 
how much less than 88,000 square feet will 
be contained in the building, and, upon con- 
sidering the clause in the contract providing 
for the erection of a building in accordance 
with plans prepared by the architects of 
Kesner, which have been submitted to the 
city and by it approved,” and the clause 
providing that all subdivigions in the build- 
ing shall be one substantially in accordance 
with the preliminary sketch hereto filed,” 
the court held it to be true that the building 
had been constructed according to the plane 
agreed upon and the city was equally to 
blame for the failure to provide a building 
containing the specified amount of floor 
space. 

The court further held that there was noth- 
ing to prove that Kesner had originally 
agreed to furnish the building with water, 
— — contention of the city was also over-

Upon learning of Judge Honoré's findings 
Mr. Barge objected to the entering of the de- 
cree, claiming there was no emergency.

SEUMAS M’MANUS ENTERTAINS 
TWENTIETH CENTURY CLUB. 


Poet and Writer of Short Stories from 
‘North Country” Draws on Seem- 
ingly Inexhaustible Store of Nar- 
ratives to Entertain His Hearers— 
Thinks Night of Erin Almost Over 
and Praises Home Life of Dwell- 
ers on the Island. 


Folk tales. anecdotes, and bird lore of the 
“north of Ireland”. were narrated to the 
menibers of the Twentieth Century club last, 
evening by Seumas McManus, poet and short 
story writer, who is spending several days 
in Chicago in the course of a brief visit to 
the United States. The meeting of the club 
was held at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles L. Raymond, 2230 Calumet avenue. 

Mr. McManus, a native and resident of 
Denegal county, talked informally for an 
hour and a half in the broad, half Scotch 
accent which distinguishes the inhabitants 
of the north country from those of the Kil- 
larney region. In a manner attainable only 
by an Irishman he drew upon an apparently 
inexhaustible fund of mythical traditions, 
native proverbs, anecdotes of hie neighbors, 
and imaginative stories of the birds and ani- 
mals of the region, interspersed with songs 
and ballads of his own composition. .

It you should visit them they 
would seem to you to be a poor people—ex- 
tremely poor. And they are. Their homes 
are poor, and their clothing is r, always 
coarse and often ragged. But they have

The judges of the Circuit court yesterday 
chose Charles Lawrence Hutchinson, vice 
president of the Corn Exchange National 
bank and president of the Art institute, as a 
member of the board of commissioners of the 
south parks to fill the place made vacant by 
the expiration of the term of Daniel F. Crilly.

Stone company, the Presbyterian hospital, 
treasurer of the Auditorium aascciation, 
treasurer of the University of Chicago, and 
trustee of the Carnegie institute. He is a 
member of the Union League, Chicago, Cax- 
ton, Chicago Athletic, University, Quad- 

Commercial, and Literary clubs. He 
lives at 2700 Prairie avenue. 


WEIR & M’KECHNEY JURORS 
IN DEADLOCK ON REHEARING. 


Sealed Verdict in Long Standing Liti- 
gation Againat City Is Ordered 
Brought In This Morning. 


The jurors in the rehearing of the suit of 
Weir @& McKechney against the city for 
$728,000 payment on a contract for con- 
structing the so-called northwest land tun- 
nel, retired at 11 o'clock yesterday, and had 
not agreed on a verdict at 6 p. m. Judge 
Tuthill then ordered a sealed verdict brought 
in at 9:80 o'clock this morning. 

The original sult was begun in 1898. Suc- 
cessive hearings of the case have been held 
in the Superior, Appellate, Supreme, and Cir- 
cuit courts. Fourteen weeks have been con- 
sumed in the taking of testimony in the last 
rehearing. 

The original contract for the construction 
of section 8 of the tunnel was entered into 
in October, 1805. Subsequently a supple- 
mental contract was entered into. The firm 
went into bankruptcy, and in June, 18086, the 
city annulled the contracts. Suit was then 
brought by the contractors for unpaid ba!-

Dunn, who is a member of the council com- 
mittee on transportation, what right have 
you to solicit signatures? Why are you not 
patrolling your beat? 

The policeman backed off, and said some- 
thing about obeying orders. 


Ald. Dunn Is Indignant. 

Later the alderman wage relating his ex- 
perience in the committee rooms of the city 

I think it ie an outrageous piece of busi- 
ness, said he, when polleemen and’ fire- 
men and school teachers are detailed to se- 
cure signatures to a referendum petition. I 
don't care what the referendum is on. It's 
the principle of the thing that is abhorrent 
to me. Is this a free country, or what is 
it? These policemen with their uniforms and 
their stars and their clubs go into a man’s 
place of business and hold him up for signa- 
tures, 

Nobody signed that petition in the bar- 
ber shop after my talk with the policeman, 
but there are many saloons or billiard halls 
or cigar stores in the city where I readily 
can imagine the police using coercion to se- 
cure signatures. These smali business men 
don’t want to be put in bad standing with 
the police. I'd like to have Chief Collins 
brought up before the council and find out 
whether he ordered the police to take around 
those petitions.’’ 

The mayor ordered it done, said one of 
the group of aldermen. 

“I don’t care who ordered it,“ continued 
Ald. Dunn. There's no precedent for it 
and the police are not for that purpose. III 
bring the matter up in some way before the 
council.“ 

Strap Mangers Besieged. 

Armed with a big yellow sheet, bearing in 
big type the words Public Policy Petition.“ 
which had been tacked on the back of a 
ledger, a circulator stood guard in the even- 
ing at the Metropolitan entrance to the Mad- 
ison street elevated station. It was like run- 
ning the gantlet to get past him. 

Dont you want to sign this petition? ’’ 
he pleaded. 

Not on your life,“ growled a husky citizen, 
who in his efforts to reach a Douglas Park 
train nearly bowled the circulator over. The 
gates swung to with a clang. 

There,“ commented the angry citizen, 
you've made me miss my train. I suppose 
that's what Mayor Dunne put you up here 
tor.“ 

The crowd laughed, and the circulator es- 
caped further ridicule only by going around 
to the entrance for South Side passengers. 

Are you a voter?” demanded another 
signature grabber on a Northwestern ele- 
vated train of a boy in knee breeches. 

Not yet, admitted the lad. 

Well, sign the petition anyway,“ was the

reply. 

What do you take me for? inquired the 
boy. I'ma kid all right, but I know a thing 
or two.“ 

Much the same reception was accorded the 
others, and while a few signatures were se- 
cured the results were not indicative of a gen- 
eral demand for a delay of the traction set- 
tlement. 

Signatures to Be Contested. 

There will be a contest before the election 
commissioners, who are the judges of the le- 
gality of the signatures, but it will not be 
known for several weeks just how many gen- 
uine names the petitions bear. Meanwhile 
on the night of Feb. 4 the ordinances must be 
passed under the provisions of the Foreman 
resolution. , 

That is a pertinent question, said Ald. 
Foreman. The council, while not passing 
on the legality of the petitions, has the right 
to know whether the signatures are genuine. 
I have not yet decided what my course shall 
be, but will consult with éthers of the alder- 
men. If the signatures are fraudulent, as 
claimed, it will not only kill this but other 
referendums in the future.“ 


Careful Scrutiny Promised. 

Attorney Wheelock of the election commis- 
sion said the council had nothing to do with 
the legality of the signatures, that the com- 
mission would investigate that thoroughly, 
and that it would take several weeks. He 
said that all the nameg would be compared 
with election registers. It will take ninety 
men to check off the lists, and the expense 
has been estimated as high as $20,000. 

Addison Blakely said it did not make any 
difference if every one of the 86,000 names 
required by law were written by the same 
person. He declared the council would have 
to accept them as hona fide until a court de- 
clared them forgeries. 

There are fifty circulators of the petition 
on the pay roll of the Referendum league, 
each getting $3 a day, and they are expected 
to bring in from 200 to 800 signatures a day. 
This, according to Dr. Maurice F. Doty, ig a 
hard day’s work. The canvassers evidently 
find it so, for they have brought in many 
full sheets signed in their own handwriting. 
The same state of affairs has developed at 
the headquarters of the Independence league 
at 176 Madison street. 


Left in Lodging Houses. 

It developed that the petitions have not 
been left at either of Ald. Kenna’s two sa- 
loona in Clark street. Ald Kenna denied that 
he had told the circulators to keep out, but 
the petitions were not to be found there as 
at other saloons in the neighborhood. 

At most of the lodging houses in that dis- 
trict they were lying on the desks, but had 
not been signed. At the Vestibule, at 99 Van 
Buren atreet, the largest cheap lodging house 
in the city, where there are said to be repis- 
tered 400 voters, not one had signed the peti- 
tion. Several of the lodgers said there was 
nothing in it for them and they were not in- 
terested. 

At Stilleon’s saloon, in Dearborn street, 
eleven names were signed to the petition. 
The first three were written in the same 
handwriting. A little farther down appeared 
five other signatures in the same handwriting. 

At the Postoffice saloon, at 226 Clark street, 
the first six signatures on a petition sheet ap- 
peared to have been written by the same per- 
son. The same was true in every saloon 
where the petitions were found. 

The Referendum league got twenty sheets 
of petitions in the afternoon, however, that 
are believed to be bona fide. They were 
brought in by P. W. Dunne, the mayor's 
father. He said he had secured every signa- 
ture himself.

The traction ques- 
tion has got beyond the academic and down 
to the practical things of life. It is wen 
enough for us who live within walking dis- 
tance to say that we won't settle the ques- 
tion until we get the best possible terms, 
but how about the people at Norwood Park 
and Hegewisch, and Austin? It's all well 
enough to talk about forcing the traction 
companies off the streets, but let me tell 
you it would be a mighty serious thing to 
stop the street cars, even for two hours. 

* Acquiring the traction properties by con- 
demnation would be long, expensive, and 
complicated. Municipal ownership can be 
achieved under these ordinances in one- 
third the time that would be required by 
the swiftest condemnation.”’ 

Raymond Robins folloWed Mr. Foreman in 
a characteristic talk, in which he declared 
thé people would have a referendum. He 
was suspicious of the Foreman form of ref- 
erendum and wanted one that would hold 
the ordinances open until the people ap- 
proved them.

Will Elect Senator for Month. 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The 
Michigan legislature, which only last week 
elected Congressman William Alden Smith 
to succeed United States Senator Russell A. 
Alger for the term beginning March 4 next, 
is now to elect his successor for the brief 
unexpired term. Under the statutes this 
election is to be held Feb. 5. It is possible 
that Senator-elect Smith may be asked to 
assume a seat in the upper house immediate- 
ly, but there is a strong sentiment in favor 
of conferring this honor of a brief term on 
some distinguished Michigan republican.

It is recorded of him 
that at this trying period he sometimes 
worked for the neighbors in order to pay for 
a few cups of flour. The flour thus obtained, 
with the milk from a single cow, at times 
was the sole reliance of the family. On one 
occasion, during the illness of his parents, 
the boy’s work secured as payment a bag of 
corn, which he, though but 10 or 11 years of 
age, carried on his shoulder to a mill nine 
miles distant and exchanged for meal so that 
the family might not suffer for lack of the 

necessaries. 

But the charge of supporting his invalid 
parents was not to last long. When he was 
but 12 years of age his father and mother 
died, and young Alger was left with a young- 
er brother and sister to care for. He ob- 
tained for the children a home where each 
could be cared for, and then proceeded to 
make something of himself.

But, after all, the best refutation of the 
accusations made against Gen. Alger’s mili- 
tary record lies in the record itself. He 
enlisted as a private soldier in August, 1861, 
but was commissioned a captain in the Sec- 
ond Michigan cavalry when that regiment 
Was mustered into service on Sept. 2, 1561. 
On April 2, 1862, he was made major of the 
regiment. On Oct. 20, 1862, he was promoted 
to be lieutenant colonel of the Fifth Michigan 
cavalry. On June 11, 1863, he was appointed 
colonel of the Sixth Michigan cavairy. On 
Jan, 31, 1864, he was placed in command of 
the Second brigade, Kilpatrick’s division, 
Sheridan’s cavalry corps. Subsequently he 
commanded the First brigade. 

During these four years of service Gen. 
Alger took part in sixty-six battles and skir- 
mishes and twice was seriously wounded. 

Col. Alger led the first union regiment, the 
Fifth Michigan cavalry, into Gettysburg, on 
June 28, 1863. His regiment took part in the 
battle of Gettysburg and he was frequently 
mentioned in Custer’s reports for . distin- 
guished services. 


As Captain of Industry, 


Returning from the war Mr. Alger re- 
sumed a business career and became one of 
America’s captains of industry. He amassed 
a fortune running close to the two score mil- 

ion mark in the lumber business. He en- 
tered it in 1866, in the firm of Moore, Alger 
& Co. Gradually he bought a controlling in- 
terest, and in 1881 the corporation of R. A. 
Alger & Co. was formed. But before this 
Mr. Alger had acquired 50,000 acres of pine 
lands in Michigan, with an estimated stump- 
age of 600,000,000 feet. 

Gen. Alger became a railroad man by force 
of business circumstances. He built his own 
railroads in order to carry his own lumber 
to market. He constructed first a ratlroad 
twenty-five miles long to convey logs from 
his forests to the Black river. Afterwards 
he built the Duluth and Northern, 125 miles 
in Lake and Cook counties. Finally he built 
the Duluth and Northern Minnesota, 110 
miles, to a connection with the Canadian 
Northern. 

Gen. Alger had large lumber interests in 
Alabama, and on the Pacific coast, and he 
was interested in mining companies in many 
etates. He was a director in the Detroit Na- 
tional bank and the State Savings bank.

The missionaries, probabiy al} of them, are 
abstainers. There is no question that their 
refraining from wines and liquors is a phys- 
ical and mental advantage. In the nature of 
the case, they are constantly subjected to 
moral restraints, which are lacking to the 
state official and thé company agent. For all 
these reasons the missionary stands the 
country much better than any other group 
of white men. 

A white missionary is rarely if ever the sole 
representative at a station. With a definite 
continued work, in its nature inspiring, with 
congenial companions, and the encourage- 
ment of others working in the same cause, 
his lot is often a happy one. But even the 
missionary has fever, dies of haematuria, or 
must hasten back to England with incipient 
‘sleeping sickness; he, too, becomes anemic 
and nerveless; he becomes irritable and im- 


influence ts helpful and 


patient; the slightest provocation upsets him, 


and he magnifies every little grievance, as 


do his whité neighbor in other Uns of work. 


Learn the Native Language. 

On the whole, the missionary is the only 
white man in the country who seriously 
learns the languege of the natives among 
whom he works. He devotes himself with 

rness to its acquisition. A newcomer in 
ve country, hig first desire ig to gain su- 
cient knowledge of the language to teach and 


preach to the people in their own tongue.’ 


Many of these missionaries have written ex- 
tended grammars and dictionaries of native 
languages, and the number of translations 
of portions of the bible and of religious teach- 
ings into these languages is large. 

It ig true that the mere stranger is some- 
times doubtful as to the reality and thor- 
oughness of the missionary’s knowledge of 
his people’s language. He heare the mis- 
sionary give a distinct order to the native, 
and, behold, the boy does the precise oppo- 
site. This has happened too often for one to be 
mistaken. The missionary shrugs his shoul- 
ders and says in explanation that the blacks 
are stupid or cuffs the boy for inattention. 
The fact probably is that the missionary gave 
a different order from what he thought. The 
black is really shrewd and quick to grasp 
the idea which the white man is trying to 
convey to him. 

Victims of Native Cunning. 


Whether it is true that the white man often 
gains sufficient control of the language to 
make himself completely understood by the 
natives or not, it is absolutely certain that 
much of the reading of translations into his 
own language by the native is pure fiction. 
At one mission, which we visited, it was the 
custom after breakfast for the house boys 
of the mission to come into family prayers. 
Bach was supplied with a translation to be 
The boys, 
“seated on the floor, read brief passages in 
turn. They might, through mistake, skip a 
whole line or completely mispronounce a 
word, indicating a total lack of understand- 
ing of the passage read, and yet it was done 
with the same air of satisfaction that would 
accompany a task well done. My own boy. 
Manoeli, used to cover whole sheets of paper 
with meaningless scrawle in pencil, and with 
an air of wisdom which he unquestionably 
thought deceived me he would at my request 
proceed to read line after line and even 
page after page of stuff that had no meéean- 


ing. And even if I stopped him and turned 


him back to some earlier point he would 
begin and go on as if it really meant some- 
thing. I was constantly reminded by these 
boys at prayers of Manoeli’s pretended read- 
ing of fake writing. 


How They Learn to Read. 


On the Kassal river steamer many of the 


Baluba boye and girls had books from the 
Luebo mission. These were mostly ele- 
mentary reading books. Nothing pleased 
them better, especially if any one seemed 
to be paying attention to what they were 
doing, than for a group of them to gather 
about one who played the teacher. With 
an open book before him and a ‘cluster of 
six or eight about him, looking carefully at 


the syllables to which he pointed, they would 


eall out in unison the sounds represented. 
Tt was done with gusto, with rhythm, almost 
with daneing, It seemed to show remark- 
able quickness in recognizing the printed 


boye and girle to read understandingly. the 
simplest of the books with which they deal. 


Different Types of Missions. 

There are different types of Protestant 
missions. At Leopoldville there would prob- 
ably de no mission but for the fact that it is 
the terminus of the railroad and the place 
from which the river steamers start. The

ing their baggage and freight, and doing 
other service constahtly called for at a 
point of receipt and shipping like Leopold- 


ville. 
The mission’s work is not confined, how- 


ever, to the town, and teachers are sent ta 
neighboring villages to teach and conduct [ 


classes.

MEN OF ALL CLASSES JOIN

Bankers and Day Laborers, Side by Side, 
Fight Sipes—Think Situation Nowin 
Their Hands. 


Shawneetown, III., Jam 24.—[Special.J— 
Bankers, lawyers, doctora, merchants, clerks, 
and day laborers have worked like Trojans, 
side by side, today filling in the weak places 
of the levee.surrounding this city.

The river is expected to come to a 
stand on Sunday at about fifty-three feet.

BAILEY UNDER FIRE AGAIN 


NEW CHARGES BEING PROBED BY 
TEXAS LEGISLATORS. 


Evidence Being Secured Intended te 


"show Senator’s Connection with 


Indian Territory Land Deals Com- 
mittee After Discussion Decides 
Accused Will Not Be Required te 
Appear Until All Testimony Is In 
To Remain at Austin in Meantime, 


Austin, Tex., Jan. 24—The special commit- 
tees appointed by the two branches of the 
state legislature to investigate charges pre- 
, ferred against Senator Bailey met in joint 
. Session today. While the proceedings were 
not made public, it is believed that the addi- 
tional charges that Senator Bailey used his 
official position to manipulate land deals in 
Indian Territory to his private gain were 
considered. Because of the grave character 
of the charges the committee has decided to 
limit the range of the inquiry until more defi- 


‘nite information can be secured. 


The committee, after a lengthy debate, de- 
olded that Senator Balley would not be re- 
. quired to appear before the committee before 
all the evidence was submitted. With this 
understanding the committee will precesd to 
examine witnesses. . 

Senator Bailey has announced that he will 
not leave Austin until after the investigation 
ig concluded. The additional charges pre- 
ferred against Senator Bailey concerning al- 
leged deals in Indian Territory lands charge 
that in 1901 Senator Bailey received large 
- gums as fees, loans, or gifts for services in 
“approving leases of Kiowa and Comanche 
lands. 

It also is charged that Senator Bailey se- 
cured a loan from Judge J. M. Lindsay of 
Gainesville, Tex., in 1892, while procuring 
from congress right of way through Indian 
Territory for the Gainesville, McAlester and 
St. Louis railway company. Senator Bailey 
was at that time a representative in congress. 


PRESIDENT SUBMITS MESSAGE 


URGING MODEL INSURANCELAW 


Recommends Passage by Congress of 
Bill Providing Reform Risk Legisla- 
tion for District of Columbia. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—President 
Roosevelt today sent to congress the follow- 
ing message favoring a model insurance law 
im the District of Columbia: 

To the senate and house of representa- 
tives: I transmit herewith a report and sub- 
sequent letter from the superintendent of the 
department of insurance of the District of Co- 
lumbia, and a letter of Mr. Louis D. Brandois 
of Boston in reference thereto. I agree with 
the recommendation of Mr. Drake that what 
is needed is an insurance law for the District 
of Columbta om the lines of the so-called Ames 
bill, already introduced in the house of repre- 
sentatives, revising it so as to inolude in tt 
all the desirable features of the so-called 
uniform bill. With proper modifications, 
after expert revision, this bill could be enact- 
ed into a law so comprehensive and just that 
it would stand as a model of equity. I regret 
greatly that there is not a national power to 
deat with this subject; but, inasmuch as this 
seems at present to be the case, we should at 
least establish a model law in the District of 
Columbia. I feel that the department of in- 
surance of the District of Columbia should 
be made a bureau in the department of com~ 
merce and labor. THEODORE 

H. L. Brandeis in his letter discusses at 
length the arguments in favor of establishing 
standard forms of policies, as advanced by 
Insurance Commissioner Drake of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia in hig annual report.

SANITARY DISTRICT FIGHTS 
FOR LAND WORTH MILLIONS. 


Files Amended Bill to Condemn Prop- 
erty Owned by Economy Light and 
Power Company of Peoria. 


Joliet, III., Jan. 24.—[{Special.]—The battle 
over the right to water powers, the value of 
which runs into millions, began in the Will 
county Circuit court today, when the sanitary 
district of Chicago filed an amended bill to 
condemn the property owned now by the 
Economy Light and Power company below 
South street in Joliet. 

The district made the claim that the Des- 
plaines river bed in section 21 belongs to the 
state of Illinois, and that the riparian rights 
of the banks of the rivér in that section also 
belong to the state of Illinois. 

The Economic attorneys maintained that the 


preme court of Illinois in a large number of 
condemnation cases.

The bill on file by the district states that 
$53,000,000 has been spent by the district thus 
far on the channel, and that the Economy 
company is seeking to get benefits that right- 
fully belong to the district.

RAVENSWOOD CITIZENS SURE 
OF VICTORY IN “DRY” FIGHT. 


Committee Appointed to Obtain Pledges 
from Councilmen. to Create Prohibi- 
tion Territory Reports Good Progress. 


Residents of Ravenswood yesterday be- 
came confident that their fight against the 
proposed amusement park in the center of the 
residence district will be successful and that 
they will be able to command a sufficient 
number of votes in the city council to create 
a prohibition district in the territory, 

Chairman W. R. Bentley and the commit- 
tee of 100 residents were busy throughout 
the day and evening calling upon and en- 
listing the aid of aldermen in behalf of the 
desired prohibition district. 

Among the councilmen who pledged their 
support during the day to the Ravenswood 
residents are Ald. Milton J. Foreman, John 
Scherman, Race, Williston, and Dunn, The 
plan of the committee is to request that the 
amusemem park proposition be reconsidered 
at the next meeting of the city council, and 
have the entire matter returned to the license 
committee for consideration. 

The proposed prohibition district is bounded : 
by Leavitt street, Western avenue, Mon- 
trose boulevard, and a line 300 feet north of 
Sunnyside avenue. Residents living within 
300 feet on all sides of this boundary will be 
asked to sign petitions. 

In addition to the petitions, the committee 
will prepare a map of the territory in order 
to show the aldermen that, if an amusement 
resort is permitted to come in, Ravenswood 
as a residence district. practically will be 
ruined. 

We are confident of obtaining the sup- 
port of at least a majority of the aldermen,” 
said Mr. Bentley. From the reports re- 
ceived so far everything looks bright for 
success. Several aldermen have assured us 
of their support and the committee is hard at 


work obtaining pledges from as many alder- 


men as can be reached. Members of the 
Ravenswood Woman’s club also are doing 
good work among the wives of the aldermen, 
urging them to use their influence with their 
husbands to vote for the prohibition dis- 
cect.”

Father Holds Murder Theory. 

The theory advanced by the police that the 
boy wandered away from home, and, losing 
his way, started to cross the swamp, but be- 
came exhausted and was either frozen to 
death or drowned, is not accepted by the 
father, Barclay Krupa, who's a laborer for 
the city. The boy was simple minded from 
effects of falling downstairs when 5 years ef 


‘He never went far away from home vo- 
untarily. He had good hearing and sight, 
and knew how to find his way in the imme- 
diate neighborhood, as well as any boy,” 
said. the father. It would have been im- 
possible for him to have waded through the 
swamp, or even to wander so far from home, 
for he was of frall build.’ The position of the 
body when found would indicate that he hed 
not been wading through the marsh. It was 
straight out and on the back, just as though 
it had been deposited there. I think the ex- 
amination will reveal that the boy was killed 
and taken into the swamp. The day He dis- 
appeared was a warm day, and the swamp 
was not frozen. It turned cold that night.“ 

The body was found by Nicholas Hansen, 
10524 Avenue M. as he was crossing the 
swamp. Police chopped the out of the 
ice. : 

Feared Abduction by Students. 

After the boy’s disappearance his mother 
told Lieut. Smith of the South Chicago sta- 
tion she feared medical students had ab- 
ducted the boy in order to operate on his 
skull. Doctors had told her that an opera- 
tion would remove pressure from the brain 
and might restore normal mentality. The 
skull shows no indications that an operation 

was performed. 

This is the second body taken from the 
swamp. Three years ago in December a 
man named Carlson, while intoxicated, start- 
ed to cross the swamp. His body was found 
frozen in the ice three months later.

| pOLITrcaL CONTRIBUTIONS. 

£ eon saan by congress of the bin 
against political contributions is but one 
rtep in the direction toward which’ public 
‘sentiment’ was turned during the ‘insur 
‘ances Investigations some months ago 
The measure makes it unlawful. for any 
national bank or any corporation organ- 
ized by authority of any law of congress 
to make a money contribution in connee- 
tion with any election to political, office, | 
including the elections when the presiden- | 
tial electors are chosen, or representatives | 
are sélected, and members of state legisla- 
tures, 
senators.. It seems to cover all the cases 
which properly come within the jurisdic- 
tion of congress. 

To accomplish the main purpose behind 
the measure there must be similar action 
taken by the state legislatures. For the 
great majority. of corporations are organ- 
ized under state authority and, therefore. 
must be reached by state legislation. 
There has been a good deal of evidence 
‘that large contributions. have been made 
in past years by such organizations. 
‘genera! Impression, regarding them has 
‘been distinctly unfavorable. It is hard to 
convince the average citizen that pure 
generosity of spirit has actuated them. 
The assumption is natural that the cor- 
porations never Jost anything in the long 
run by reason of the assistance they have 
afforded to campaign committees. 

‘The whole’ trend .of. recent legislation 
has been in the line of prohibition of spe- 
cial favors. If the legislatures of promi- 
nent states should take action similar te 
that of congress, and if the matter should 
be earefully watched and offenders pun- 
ished, the evil would be checked. The 
New York legislature already has passed 
a law forbidding political contributions 
by corporations or associations except 
those organized for political purposes only. 
That will put a stop to further ‘insurance 
gifts of the kind described some months 
ago. The influence of the action of the 
legislature of the Empire state, taken with 
It is 
likely that other state lawmakers will fall 
into line. Even if they do not, there will 
be a moral influence which ought to man- 
ifest itself on every side. When the 
power of money in politics is taken into 
account it will be an interesting thing to 
watch the coming eampaizns to discover 
the source of the funds which the national 
committees must raise to cover the ex- 
penses of their canvass. The “dollar a 
head” scheme tried in the last congres- 
sional election failed u effectiveness. If 
the agitation results in a change in some 
election methods it may prove a good 
thing for the country.

On this lad Prince Pascal thereupon 
attempted to confer his name and his title of 
prince by adoption. But the French law, in- 
voked by his relatives, prohibited this, and 
thereupon the young fellow, with the con- 
nivance of his mother and of Prince Pascal, 
circumvented his family by proceeding +o 
Italy, where he caused Aiilmself to be nai urail- 
ized at Naples under the name of Henri de 
Bourbon; and to be enrolled as such on the 
roster of the Italianarmy. Subsequensly the 
young man, on the strength of his newly ac- 
quired Itallan nationality, and furnished with 
an Itallam passport, returned to Paris and 
figured on the boulevards there as Henri du 
Bourbon—that is to say; by the same name as 
that by which thet gallant old soldier, the duc 
d’Aumale, who conquered the greater part of 
Aweria, and gave the chateau of Chantilly 
to the nation was enrolled in the ranks of the 
French army.

Since the death of Prince Pascal in Decem: 
ber, 1904, the young fellow hes not only as 
sumed the title of count de Bari but also thai 
of Ponce Henri de Bourbon, and his mode of 
life ts a source of so much scandal that the 
members of the Bourbon family are once 
more appealing tothe French courts to divest 
him of his borrowed plumes, so that when he 
becomes involved in some unsavory scrape 
it may not be ascribed to a dynasty which 
has figured so largely in the history of Eu- 
rope, and which still occupies the throne of 
Spain, after having filled those of Naples, 
France, and Parma. 

The late Prince Pascal was hela in such 
horror by his relatives that at the funeral of 
King Francis of Naples in Austria twelve 
years ago the royal widow and the princes of 
his family drove him from the house of 
mourning and invoked the aid of the police 
to forte him to leave the place, on the ground 
that he was not a fit individual to mingle 
with the royal and imperial personages who 


presence beside his brother’s corpse would 
constitute so great an indignity as to 
cause it to turn in its coffin... Subsequently he 
challenged several of his relatives to duels 
for the affront which he declared had been 
placed upon him. But his cartels were de- 
clined’ on the ground that no man of honor 
could be called upon to give satisfaction to a 
person of his reputation. He had repeatedly 
been indicted for swindling, and only the 
coneiceration of his relatives and their 
moneyed intervention in his behalf saved him 
from reaping the full penalty of his swindles. 
He figured in the Almanach de Gotha as 
married morganatically to Blanche Mar- 
connay,“ but in Frenth law morganatic mar- 
ages are unknown, and the-woman, having 
married him both ecclestastically and civility, 
became thereby his full fledged wife and en- 
titled es such by French law to shafe his name 
and whatever honors he possessed. She hasy 
all along called herself Princess Pascal de 
Bourbon, and has never lost an opportunity 
of publicly boasting that by. her marriage she 
has become the sister-in-law of the ex-king 
of Naples, of the Infanta Isabella of Spain,

It is strange how few ambassedors and 
ministers plenipotentiary possese the gift of. 
languages. Of course I do not refer to the 
knowledge of French, which, being to all in- 
tents and purposes the language of diplo- 
macy, is necessarily familar to all the mem- 
bere belonging to the service. But I refer to 
the less famiMar tongues. Thus, there are 
only three foreign ambassadors whose names 
I can recall at this moment who have taken 
the trouble to obtain a mastery of Russian.

Being the only member of his em- 
baesy who had gone to this trouble, his knowl- 
edge caused him to be intrusted by his chief 
with all sorts of missions, which would not 
otherwise have come his way, and com- 
mended him to such an eXtent to Count Kal- 
noky when the latter was ambassador to

Leases to Be Carefully Drawn. 
The second section authorizes the secre- 
tary of the interior to lease these mineral 
lands for the purposes of exploration and 
mining, such leases to be under such condi- 
tions, terms, and regulations, and upon such 
royalties as the secretary may prescribe. The 
leases shall be terminable at au time for 
violation of terms, and in case the lessees, 
by combination or assignment or by: any 
other means, enter into combinations to cre- 


ate or attempt to create a monopoly in the 


products of ‘oil, gas, lignite, or coal, or to 


‘advance or control the prices of these min- 


erals. 

All lands so withdrawn will be subject to 
entry under the homestead and other land 
laws, except the coal land laws and the tim- 
ber and stone act, which shall not be ap- 
plicable to lands upon which minerals have 
been withdrawn. Finally the bill provides 
that President Roosevelt ,shali designate 
the land to be affected by the order of with- 
@rawal, and by proclamation give due notice 
of this fact. 

The objection made to the La Follette bill 
by experts in public land matters not only 
refers to technical defects but to the fact 
that, if it were enacted into a law as pre- 
pared, it would create just the monopoly in 
coal, oil, ete., which the president and the 
Wisconsin senator are anxious to prevent. 
The royalty of 8 cents the bill prescribes, to- 
gether with the provision holding the lessee 
fesponsible for damages or for any sub- 
sidence of the surface as the result of mining 
operations, would impose such heavy bur- 
dens upon the operator that the probability 
is he would be unwilling to take out the lease. 


Fault in La Follette Bill. 
The effect would be this. More than 100,- 


000,000 acres of coal and other mineral lands 
would be tied up, while 400,000 acres which 


dave been purchased by operators would re- 
„ main open for mining and coal would be sold 


atprices Axed by the producers. The royalty 


e net less than 8 cents a ton cannot be ob- 


tained in Missouri and Iowa, for example, 
and is absolutely prohibitory so far as lignite 
is concerned. It would be impossible also 
for this royalty to be paid on coal mined 
in Dakota, Colorado, Montana, Washington, 
Wyoming, and New Mexico. 

Under leases granted by the secretary ot 

the interior a royalty of 8 cents is paid in 
the Indian territory and operators are mak- 
ing money. But in this case the lessees have 
@ monopoly of the trade and can add the 
royalty to the price of the coal. In the other 
states and territories named there are rail- 
road grants covering considerable areas 
which contain coal, and of course the rail- 
roads can mine without payment of any 
royalty. 
A royalty of 8 cents a ton amounts, it is 
estimated, to between $500 and $600 per acre. 
The La Follette bill also prohibits the issue 
of any patents until the secretary of the in- 
terior has determined whether there is any 
coal on the land. There are hundreds of 
thousands of acres of coal land in Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, Iowa, and other states that 
are not yet known definitely to contain coal, 
but it is believed they do. 


Would Put Curb on Prospecting. 

Mr. La Follette proposes to forbid prospect- 
ing upon public lands by any except licensed 
persons, the object being to prevent large 
corporations like the Standard Oil from 
sending in agents to locate valuable prop- 
erty. But it is claimed the practical oper- 
ation of this section would be to discourage 
3 fide operators from seeking coal for 

ase 

Representative Lacey has had a number 
of conferences with the president on the coal 
lands matter. Mr. Roosevelt is extremely 
anxious to secure legislation. He already 
has sent in one message on the subject and 
May transmit another. 

„One of the worst sources of trouble under 
the land laws, said Mr. Lacey today, “is 
the present abuse of an old law known as 
the timber and stone act. I have been en- 
Geavoring for a number of years to get thet 
law repealed, but a majority of the commit- 
tee on public lands of the house, as at pres- 
ent constituted, is against action. 


Grazing Land Problem, Too. 

“On. the question. of grazing, I have for 

the last ten years attempted to secure the 
passage of a bill providing for a leasing 
system in tracts not to exceed five sections, 
80 ag to prevent a monopoly by large owners 
und to insure protection of the grass by rea- 
gon of the care which the lessee would give 
to it. 
This bill has met with considerable op- 
position, principally by large range men, who 
have great areas under fence. Their opposi- 
tion now is disappearing as a result of the 
requirement of the department of the in- 
terior that all fences be taken down. I think 
some legislation on this subject probably 
will be demanded by the grazing states from 
the next congress. At present a majority 
of the committee have not favored the leg- 
_isiation. 

„As to the question of coal land laws, I 
have introduced four separate bills, each of 
them independent and each presenting a 
different solution of the problem. Upon 
these and other bills the committee has had 
hearings and will take them up for consid- 
eration tomorrow. The indications are that 
there exists considerable hostility to the 
leasing proposition in states and territories 
affected by the proposed legislation.”

BIG GRAB IN JAIL BILLS. 
Attorney Dan R. -Raum Is In- 


dieted on Charges of 
Forgery. 


Peoria, III., Jan. 24. [special }—Alarmed 
at the charges of graft against former Sher- 
iff D. E. Potter and deputies and members 
of the board of supervisors, Robert Conkey, 
former deputy sheriff, today offered to turn 
state’s evidence if promised immunity. from 
prosecution. He declared he would be able 
to give startling evidence of misconduct in 
the sheriff's office during the last four years, 

The grand jury has been in session ten 
days, and promises to keep at the investiga- 
tion of the graft charges two weeks, That 
the shortage will reach $50,000 now is said 
to be certain, and the indigations are that it 
will go above this figure. Today witnesses 
were subpoenaed to prove the charges which 
had been made against the adminietration of 
the poor farm. It is charged that this insti- 
tution has been run on as loose a system as 
the county jail and that Supt. Frank Watson 
will have to do some explaining to the grand 
jurors. 


Story Told in Figures. 

“If the prisoners in the house of correc- 
tion can be fed for an average of 15 cents a 
day why should the county pay 45 cents a 
day for feeding prisoners? 

This is the question the members of the 
grand jury wrestled with today in ferreting 
out the charges of graft against Former 
Sheriff Potter’s administration. To assist 
them in their work they. summoned Joe 
Brodman, for fifteen years superintendent 
of the workhouse. He was with them sev- 
eral hours and its supposed to have given 
valuable information concerning the actual 
coat of feeding prisoners. Former County 
Clerk Lucas Butts also was before the jury 
with the books of the county to show how 
many prisoners were supposed to be in jail 
at different periods and when money was 
paid to the sheriff. The sum of 45 cents a 
head is allowed by the supervisors, but the 
grand jurors believe it has beén too large 
an appropriation. When it also has been 
known that prisoners were carried on the 
books in order to swell this fund the jurors 
feel that some explanation is due. 

Profits from feeding prisoners, according 
to the figures, are conservatively estimated 
at $10 a day. A few extra names to the list 
for men who never were in fall would bring 
the yearly profits around $4,000. .It is said 
federal prisoners were charged up by the 
county official and their board paid for by 
the supervisors. 

No Letup in Inquiry. 
State’s Attorney Sholes says there will be 


no letup in the proceeding. 
“If there hag been grafting going on 


among the county officials we are going to 


prove it, if possible,” he said. “‘ We already 
have enough evidence to furnish indictments 
against several of these and propose to see 
they suffer for their conduct.” 

The present grand jury is working with as 
much seal as the grand jury which ferreted 
out the Dougherty defaication last year. 
They are determined to bring the guilty par- 

ties to justice and say they will remain 
ix session until they have sufficient evidence 
to make this certain. 

Indictments now are being drawn up 
against some of the county officials and it 
is expected a partial report will be brought 
in within a few days, 


Raum Indicted. for Forgery. 

Dan R. Raum, the attorney, was indicted 
by the grand jury today on twelve counts 
charging forgery. Raum confessed to de- 
frauding a number of his persona! friends out 
of 618,000. It is expected he will plead guilty 
to Judge Greene in a few days and ask the 
mercy of the court for as light a sentence as 
possible. 

Raum obtained money by giving mortgages 
on farm lands, which were supposed to be 
located in Knox county. It proved that he 
had forged the documents, including the 
county seal of Circuit Clerk Stuckey of Knox 
county. Frank Cunningham, Frank Whit- 
ing, the Illinois National and Home Savings 
bank were caught by his duplicity.. Raum 
says he took the money in order to maintain 
his soctal position. 

Beside the $13,000 which he gained by for- 
gery he squandered $40,000 belonging to his 
wife. Relatives of his wife offered to make 
good his shortage, but were unable to stop 
the prosecution.
